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WASHINGTON, D. C. (RNS) 
— Church construction reach- 


ed $77,000,000 in May, the U. 
§. Census Bureau. estimated 
here, topping the figure for 
April by $4,000,000 and exceed- 
ing the volume of construction 
put in place the same month 
a year ago by $2,000,000. 

For the first five months of 
1962, church construction is 
estimated at $379,000,000, an 
increase of $7,000,000 over the 
1961 period. 

A gain was also reported in 
construction activity by non- 
public schools and colleges, 
with $47,000,000 worth of new 
work put in -place in May, 
compared with $45,000,000 in 
April and $44,000,000 the same 
month a year aga. 

Construction by private hos- 
pitals and institutions, many 
of which are church-related, 
also continued to set new re- 
cords, the Census: Bureau re- 
ported. Construction activity 
amounted, to $75,000,000 in May, 
a gain of $3,000,000 over April 
and $12,000,000 over May, 1961. 
Thus ‘far, such institutional 
construction is running 19 per 
cent ahead of the record set 
last year.

When a church calls a pastor, the membership has | 
more than a mere obligation to pay him a specified salary 
for the period he pteaches to it and works in its midst. 
Because of Christian love and the God-given church-pas- 
tor relationship the sc mane goes far deeper. 
_ Suppose that pastor becames disabled while he is serv-| 
ing the church. Does the! church simply “fire” him be- 
cause he is unable to fulfill his duties, or does it just al-| 
low him to “resign” and forget him? No, the church will | 
feel a responsibility for he ping care for him and will see | 
that his needs are salsa the disability period. 
Suppose that the pastor died while serving the church. 
Does the congregation simply cast his widow and her 
children out of the way so that they can get a new pastor? 
Do they forget about her needs and leave her to live:on 
charity if there is no other|provision? Christian love will 
not allow such action. The church will do its best to help 
meet that family’s needs. | 


Suppose the pastor reaches retirement age, and is no 
longer able to serve as pastor. Is he turned out to die, and 
simply forgotten? “No, a church which has loved him, fol- 
lowed his leadership, and received his devoted ministry, 
will want to see that he ig cared for in those retirement 
years. ° 

: How can the church meet these obligations? 
can me a very heavy load if the church attempts to do | 
them all by itself. Most churches would want to do some- 
thing, but might hesitate to attempt it all. What, then is | 
the answer? | 

Southern Baptists havelprovided a way in which every 
church can meet its gk sibility to its minister and at | 
the same time protect itself. The Southern Baptist Pro-| 
tection Plan provides a retirement income for the aged | 
minister, an annuity for his widow, and a disability in- 
come should he become ‘disabled before retirement age. | 
More than 640 pastors in Mississippi have this protection, 
provided by the churches which they sérve. 


However, more than 700 pastors, and the several hun- 
dred churches they serve, do not have such protection. Re- 
member, it is protection fot the church as well as for the 
pastor and his family. 


Churches should take the initiative in providing this 
protection. They should not wait for the pastor to ask for 
it. Deacons and other chureh members should discuss this 
matter, and lead the church}to adapt the plan at once, 

At the present time the Annuity Board has made it 
possible for ministers and churches who have delayed en- 
tering the plan to do’so without penalty. The penalty for 
late entrance has waived until Dec. 31, 1962. It will 
be reinstated at that time. 

That means that the ¢hurches have. six months in 
which to provide full protection to their ministers. Let 
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it be discussed now, the plan approved, and included in
